World War 1 Farm 
Pattern Recurring 





Two factors which contributed 
te the unfavorable price-cost re- 
lationships in agriculture follow- 
ing World War I are reappearing, 
Dr. Harry R. Wellman, director of 
tne Giannini Foundation of Agri- 
cultural Economics of the Univer- 
sity of California, disclosed. 

They are over-expansion of the 
agricultural plant and high hourly 
wage rates in industry’ and trade. 

Rising farm mortgage indebted- 
ness which bore down heavily upon 
farmers after the last war has not 
yet recurred although rising land 
values and increased farm sales 
have. 

Potential domestic. demand. for 
numerous foodstuffs is large, par- 
ticularly for fruits, vegetables, 
meat, milk and eggs. 

Maintenance of a high level ot 
industrial activity and employment 
would greatly ease the more per- 
sistent problems that plagued agri- 
culture in the 1930’s, he said, 

“We have been moving in the 
direction of government-controlled 
eccnomy and nowhere has this 
trend been more pronounced than 
in agriculture,” he said. ‘Farmers 
should decide for themselves if 
this is the road they wish to fol- 
low in the post-war years.”
